Spirit of American Soldiers in 
France Described by Red 
Cross Worker. 



CHEERFUL AND CONFIDENT 



Each Believes If He Doesn't Get Into 
Action on Time Fight Will Be 
Lost — What American Wom- 
en Are Doing. 

South Bend. Ind. — Kathryn Carlisle, 
daughter of Charles A. Carlisle of this 
city, has been In France for a long 
time doing Bed Cross work. 

She has written a most Interesting 
end thrilling letter to her parents, a 
letter that should stimulate Red Cross 
work throughout the world and give to 
jur soldiers In the trenches, on the fir- 
ing lines and In camp, their mothers, 
sisters, sweethearts and friends at 
home fresh hope and assurance that 
Uie American women are doing mag- 
nificent work In their behalf. 
Here Is what Miss Kathryn says: 
I wish everyone at home, particu- 
larly the loved ones of our fight ing 
weiii."could see "our boys" as they g? 
Into battle. It's the proudest moment 
of life and the grandest. Oh I how 
brave and splendid they are, with a 
smile on their lips. "Good-hy." "We 
will see yon soon again." 

We feed from four to five thousand 
some days. Onr canteen Is always 
crowded. 

Of course that compliment Is onr 
greatest reward. We all try and want 
to do for "onr boys" the very best. 
They come and go at all honrs of the 
day and night Our Red Cross can- 
teen Is never closed. All of "our boys" 
on this line of communication stop and 
rest and have their meals and refresh- 
ments at this Red Cross canteen. 

Want to Push on. 
. We always know, among the very 
first, whea a big drive Is on, and then 
we never seem to sleep. Nohody wants 
to. "Our boys" don't even care to stop 
long and rest; they want to push on. 
Everyone of these blessed men feel 
that if he falls to get there on time 
and at the very second when called 
into nctlon the fight will be lost, and 
It will. 

Here Is a toast one of our brave offi- 
cers left with us. It expresses the at- 
titude of "our boys" to us perhaps bet- 
ter tlmn any word of mine : 

"To our women, who sent ns forth 
with courage In their hearts nnd tears 
In their eyes. 

"To our women at home who are sac- 
rificing all that we may win. 

"To onr women over here who give 
their own lives that we may live. 

"God bless them, and damn the man 
that does not respect them and the 
coward that does not protect them." 

"Our boys" mean every word ex- 
pressed, and no woman was ever more 
thoughtfully considered and protected 
than we of the American Red Cross 
who serve "our boys" at the front 



Over 5,000 American trucks, all 
heavily laden, have passed our front 
door In this last big drive. Every man 
In charge came In for rest and refresh- 
ment and a little chat with one of his 
native tongue, then with the smile of 
the soldiers and a wave of the hand in 
farewell, "Good-hy until we meet 
again."

"Our boys," of course, come first, 
hut In behalf of humanity, and the 
love of Christ, we never say or do 
anything to a wouaded enemy, and we 
see them by the hundreds, that any- 
one could criticize.

New System May Be Means of 
Saving Two Western Circuits. 



American Association and Western 
teague Gain In Attendance by 
Starting Games Late to Ac- 
commodate War Workers. 

The American association has de- 
veloped a very close race, yet in some 
of the cities of the league the attend- 
ance is not well up to the standard — 
whlcb undoubtedly Is due to tbe fact 
that so many young men pntrons are 
now In the army, and that mnny men 
nre busily engaged in work which pre- 
vents attendance nt the week-day 
games. 

The situation hns become serious 
enough to force tbe adoption of the 
twilight bnsebnll scheme recently suc- 
cessfully tried In Minneapolis and St 
Paul. Under this scheme the games 
nre started ns Inte ns six o'clock, thus 
giving wnr workers a chnnce to nttend 
the week-day games. 

The first twilight gnme In Minne- 
apolis drew the largest crowd of the 
season.

Late starts seem to 
be tbe only way to save the mlaors, 
unless the magnates are willing

There Is no denying tbe fact the 
minor league ball Is not as prosperous 
as It should be. And the only solution 
of the problem seems to- be twilight 
ball. The army bas tnken so many 
men thnt the stay-at-bomes are need- 
ed during regular working hours., 
There are not enough peopje Idle tn 
the afteinuuii nrnluke baseUTf^a tftflsT 
ing venture in the minor leugue cities. 

President HIckey of the American 
nssoclntlon hns little fear of General 
Crowder's "Work or Fight" order, 
far as It applies to bnsebnll. He be- 
lieves thnt the order Is Intended to 
apply to the chronic Idlers aad useless 
employees at nmusement resorts, of 
every description, nnd does not Isclude 
baseball, which Is a clean nnd whole- 
some amusement within Its scope. 
Furthermore the general bas always 
been In favor of baseball aad there- 
fore he does not believe that he now 
contemplates the virtual conscription 
of ball players, aad this belief Is 
shared by the majority of American 
association magnates, whose only prob- 
lem Is how to finish a bard season 
with whole skins.

Red Cross Work in German Prison Camps

Germany now hns 27 prison camps 
whore American soldiers captured In 
battle nro lieid. 

The American Red Cross has nc- 
CQintc Information about these camps 
and with the aid of the Swiss li^d 
Cross keeps our soldiers and sailors 
supplied with nourishing food, new 
clothing, sonp and other necessaries. 

At the beginning of June there were 
about 300 men In uniform In German 
prison camps. The American troops 
have captured considerably more than 
1.000 Germans, 60 the score Is more 
than oven In that respect. 

In Berne, Switzerland, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has a great wnrehouse 
from which is sent to ench American 
prisoner In Germany 20 pounds of 
food every week. Our government 
pays for this food and equipment and 
the Red. Cross sees that It reaches the 
men. 

Alrendy there ore enough supplies 
in the Red Cross warehouse at Berne 
to take care of 22,000 American prison- 
en — If the Germans can take that 
number I 

Junior Red Cross Vacation Work. 

Junior Red Cross members will not 
cease their efforts during vacation. 

While they were In the schools they 
could be reached more easily but or- 
ganization work among the children 
has gone so far thut the chapters are 
still closely In touch with them and 
benefiting vastly by their help. 

At present many chapters are asking 
the Junior members to help get out 
some rush orders for knitted articles, 
comfort bags and hospital supplies. 
They are doing this In preference to 
their regular junior work. 

Any Junior Red Cross member who 
has lost contact with the Red Cross 
organization since school closed should 
go to the local chapter headquarters 
and offer his or her services. 

Of course, any child not now a mem- 
ber of the Junior Red Cross will be 
cordially welcomed by the Red Cross

Manifestly this 
group of, workers Is a big factor In 
the IW Cross organization. 

The Junior members nre members 
of 15,000 auxiliaries to the 568 Red 
Cross chapters. Virtually every school 
Is an auxiliary. 

Red Cross Pig Clubs. 

The Red Cross Pig club of Carroll 
county, Mo., was organized Inst fall 
with practically the entire population 
of the county constituting the mem- 
bership. O. F. Turner, the agricultural 
county agent, asked 2,500 persons to 
raise one pig each, to be known as the 
Red Cross pig. Although the county 
has only 1,000 registered voters, 3,000 
persons answered the call. A few dnys 
ago the department of agriculture an- 
nounced that 3,000 porkers represent 
the output of the club.

USEFUL IN SPOTTING TANKS 



Pick Up Hun Bombing Planes at a 
Distance and Keep Them Con- 
stantly In View— Equipped 
With Sound Detectors. 



New Vork.— Last fall, when the Aus- 
trtans were driving the Italian sol- 
diers from their hard-won mountain 
fortresses, the defeated army had one 
weapon whlcb It constantly used to 
harass and impede the foe. This was 
the electric searchlight, a newcomer 
on the field of battle. 

Powerful lights were trained every 
night upon the advancing Austrlans 
whenever they came to a river cross- 
ing or whenever they were ohllged to 
bait for another reason. This ham- 
pered and Irritated the enemy ex- 
ceedingly. It was not only that se- 
rious danger attended any disclosure 
of their operations. They suffered 
also from nerves when the long feel- 
ers of light brushed over their faces 
and hands and revealed every detail 
of the work upon which tbey were 
engaged. 

The use of searchlights by onr 
own expeditionary forces Is becoming 
f\n Important branch of the engineer- 
ing service. Not long ago congress 
voted an appropriation of $1,000,000 
for searchlights of hoth tbe field type 
and the nntl-alrcraft type. The lights 
commonly used are 36-Inch lights, hav- 
Ing a cnndlepower of 1.000,000.000. and 
a maximum range of approximately 
10,000 yards, or nenrly six miles. 
First Use In Warfare. 

When searchlights were first Intro- 
duced In warfare It was expected that 
they would be primarily service- 
able In bnttlefield lllumlnntlon. The 
scheme wns to throw light upon the 
opposing battle line nnd show ad- 
vancing companies of Infantry the 
kind of ground over which they had 
to go. Another plan was to have 
rows of searchlights parallel with the 
trenches and sweep the terrain be- 1 
fore them, lighting up the barbed- I 
wire entanglements laid by the foe U* 11 
and exposing parties of enemy sol- 
diers at work repairing them. How- 
ever, neither of these uses turned out 
to \e espednlly slgnlflcnnt. The dif- 
ficulty was that, as soon as the lights 
were in ogernttonj they were easily 
picked off by the enemy's guns. In 
the same manner, they could not be 
ptneed nlong the line of trenches 

More recent experiments have de.m- 
onstrfted that there Is a real useful- 
ness for field searchlights. They are 
now being employed to spot the en- 
emy's tank advances. Instead of be- 
ing hauled hy borses, like the first field 
searchlights, the newer ones are 
mounted on motor trucks. They are 
flashed for only a minute or two at a 
time, and are Instantly shifted to an- 
other vantage point. This affords 
them a greater measure of self-pro- 
tection. 

The antiaircraft senrchllght Is the 
most valualile type of light now used 
hy our soldiers. It Is or.r most ef- 
fective defense against the low-flying 
nlght-homblng plane of the Germans. 
Antiaircraft guns have proved almost 
hopelessly Inadequate In coping with 
night nlr rnlds, and If It were not for 
the long pointing fingers of the senrch- 
llght the foe would be able to effect 
some very deadly work In night at- 
tacks upon snpply depots and ammuni- 
tion dumps. 

The method Is to pick up a hostile 
bomhlng plane when It Is about five 
miles away from Its objective. For 
this purpose the searchlights are lo- 
cated at points likely to be attneked. 
They are sunk In holes In the ground 
and are benvlly sandhagged. Both the 
light and the men working It are given 
considerable protection. 

Fitted With Sound Receivers. 

To detect the appronch of airplanes 
the searchlight npparatus Is furnished 
wth sound receivers. Without these 
receivers the outfit Is practically use- 
less. Tho receiver can be swung 
around to catch the sound vibrations, 
and they are remnrkably accurate In 



discovering the position of the plane. 
Usually It can be located within a few 
degrees. The light Is not turned on at 
all until the airplane Is practically lo- 
cated. Then It Is suddenly flashed on 
the craft. Once a bombing plnue Is 
found It Is hard for It to get away from 
tho Inexorable pencil of light. Bomb- 
ing planes are not like battle planes; 
they most fly In comparatively 
straight lines and are not free to 
twist and turn so as to wriggle oat 
of range of the llgbt 

The first thing an aviator does when 
he finds himself In the spotlight Is to 
rise. That Is Just what the operator of 
the searchlight wants him to do. Tbe 
higher be goes tbe less accurate bis 
aim becomes and the smaller grows 
the chance tbat he can hurl bis bombs 
at a desired point. Furthermore, he Is 
dazzled by tbe light and bis sense of 
security Is completely destroyed. Sorae-

Even if the 
searchlight crew does nothing more 
tbon to frighten an nlrman and drive 
blm away It has performed a defensive 
net which may save quantities of 
stores and ammunition, to say nothing 
of lives.

Huns Didn't Get 
Grain ofUkraine 



DRY GOODS 



Washington.— Amid the nmny easy 
triumphs which enabled the Teutons 
this year to slice great sections from 
the map of Russia, like coupous from 
a bond. Germany and Austria both suf- 
fered one frightful disappointment. 
And the pang was In the weakest port 
of their political anatomy— the collec- 
tive stomach of their peoples. 

The grain of which the two kaisers 
expected to plunder the Ukraine was 
not there— at least there was so little 
of It that Germany had to lower her 
bread ration, while Austria contluued 
to sturve a bit more rapidly. The sup- 
plies had been burned. 

These flres were lighted, with a kind 
of poetic Justice, by the remnants of 
the Czecho-SIovak army— deserters 
from the Austrian ranks and invet- 
erate enemies of the Hapsburgs. wbo 
had been reconstituted Into Kusslaa 
military units under the Kerensky 
regime and fought so splendidly for 
Russia before the whole nation col- 
lapsed from the gnawing of the bol- 
shevlkl. 

Fortunate for the Allies. 
Until March of this year this Czecho- 
slovak array had heen stationed In the 
Ukraine— 50,000 men In line and 50,000 
more In reserve. Then bolshevik rep- 
resentatives dissolved their organiza- 
tion and took away their arms, though 
about 20.000 refused to pnrt with their 
weapons. They were given promises 
that they would be allowed to leave 
Russia for the United States, but, or 
courae, no menns of transportation 
were provided. And so they remained 
where they were. 



It was fortunate for the allies that 
they did. As soon as tbey realized 
thnt Germany's chief objective In 
Russia was the Ukrainian grain sup- 
Ply they began n systematic campaign 
I of Pillage and burning. In which they 
were assisted by the peasnnts them- 
selves, aroused at the thought tbat 
tbe old landowners were to return un- 
der German protection. 

The evidence thnt the Czechoslo- 
vaks were successful Is Incontestable. 
Count Czernln, AustroHungarlnn 
Prime minister until his little ex- 
change of pleusnntrles with M. 
Clemenceau, placed the responsibility 
for the bnre Ukrainian cupbonrd on 
the shoulders of the Czecho-SIovaks. 
German representatives In the Aus- 
trian relchsrath repented the charge In 
grenter details. A Magyar deputy In 
the Hungarian parllnment recently de- 
clared thnt the Czecho-SIovak army In 
Ukraine had burned or taken awa; 
everything of value. 

Had Their Revenge. 
N'ot only did they destroy what they 
could, but they fought bitterly to pre- 
vent the Teutons taking what was 
left. Retiring and hampered by their 
lock of equipment, they stopped to 
meet the advancing Germans repeat- 
edly In the field. 

Certainly In Ukraine the Czecho- 
slovaks have had their revenge for 
three centuries of suffocntlon and 
oppression In Bohemia. But through- 
j out the war they have launched shnt- 
terlng blows against their Austrian 
nnd German enemies and the whole 
Idea of Mlttel Europn.
